"The idea of having 30 guards at 
the Virginia State Prison Farm, to 
guard 230 convicts Is all foolishness, 
and is a relic of the treatment of pris- 
oners fifty years ago, and now has no 
place In the penal system." declared 
Mr. Dudding. "How are you going to 
make men out Of prisoners if you have 
guards standing over them all the 
time. 
'•The prisoners at the Virginia State 
Prison should be put under the honor 
system. What is needed there instead 
of Captain Penn is a good practical 
farmer to run the farm, with just one 
.or two guards to look after the 230 
prisoners under the honor system. 
"In that way the State could have 


the salaries of all the guards and make 
the farm a real money maker for the 
State Instead of a heavy burden on the 
taxpayers. 
"I hare affadlvlts from men who 


have served at the State Prison Farm 
charging that the wardens and guards 
eat the food belonging to the sick 
prisoners. 
Jn ttfat way instead of 
getting the good, nourishing food in- 
tended for them they go hungry. 
"It was reported to me a short while 
ago that some of the wardens 
and 
enards have farms of their own near 
the State Prison Farm and take the 
prisoners there and work them for 
nothing. 
"Governor Trinkle should give this 
first hand attention to the prison farm 
because I believe he can work reforms 
there that will make for better men 
after the prisoners leave the institu- 
tion and will bring about a saving of 
$25,000 a year for the taxpayers. 
"Captain Penn 
served 
for many 
years at the State Prison in Richmond. 
His ideas about treatment of prisoners 
and keeping them on the farm through 
fear instilled by armed guards is all 
wrong. 
Let him learn something 
about putting prisoners on the honor 
system as is done in some of the best 
State farms in the country with great 
success."

Dies In Chicago 


(By The Associated Prose.) 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Bishop Fal- 


lows, head of the Reformed Episco- 
pal Church, died at 4:10 o'clock this 
morning. 


Bishop Samuel Fallows was a man 


of boundless energy. .Not only did he 
dally carry on the manifold duties of 
his 
parish—preaching, 
christening, 


marrying, burying, visiting the sick 
and 
needy—but he 
found time to 


write and edit almost a score of books 
and countless articles, to address reg- 
ularly many patriotic bodies, serve as 
the supreme head of hjs church, the 
Reformed 
Episcopal, in the 
North 


American continent; function on many 
committees, hold numerous trustee- 
ships, propagandize actively at Wash- 
ington when that was needed—and 
walk no less than two miles each day 
of the year "for exercise. 


A curious instance of Bishop Fal- 
lows' 
penchant for 
discovering the 
truth pragmatically was his estab- 
lishment in 1907 of a "home saloou" 
as he called it in Chicago devoted to 
the selling of temperance drinks 
To 
prove that soft drinks could be sold 
profitably and to the very men who 
frequented saloons, the Bishop put in 
coffee, chocolate, grape, juice and the 
like, he allowed smoking 
For two 
years the place di da profitable busi- 
ness. 
The Bishop, convinced that a non- 


alcoholic substitute for beer could be 
'ound, spent large sums hiring the 
best chemists to discover the formula 
for such fluid; but every beverage 
they concocted sooner or later devel- 
oped alcohol by fermentation 
Meanwhile the 
"Saloon" had 
be- 


come a mecca for visitors from all 
over the globe, who came to see the 
refreshment parlor conducted under 
such strange auspices by a famous 
man of the church. Finally his the- 
ory vindicated, the Bishop sold out 
the enterprise. 
Samuel Fallows 'was that curious 
complex, a soldier, a divine and an 
author. 
With equal spirit he could 
exhort his parishioners to duty or lead 
his regiment in battle; and equally he 
could summon an all-conquering pas- 
sion for that most pedantic of tasks, 
the editing of a 
dictionary-encyclo- 


pedia. 
He was tall, straight and spare of 


body, his face was ruddy with the 
color of vigorous life and he had a 
splendid crop of silver hair, fascinat- 
ing deep blue eyes and hands sinewy 
and extremely excessive in gesture. 


Samuel Fallows was born December 
13. 1835, at Pendleton, near Man- 
chester, England. 
His parents mi- 
grated to Wisconsin in 1848 to engage 
in farming. 
Thus 
Samuel 
Fallows 
grew up as a farmer lad near Madi- 
son. His first schooling was at Aste- 
lan, Wis , and then at Lawrence "uni- 
versity'" at Appleton. 
There he first 


began to preach. 
In 1859, upon graduation as "Wis- 


consin he was appointed vice-presi- 
dent of Galesville, Wis , "university." 
In 1860, Mr. Fallows married Lucy 
Bethia Huntington of Marshall, Wis. 
sister of former Bisnop Frederick D. 
Huntington. of N'ew York 
The four 


children born to this marriage are: 
Samuel Huntmgton Fallows, attorney, 
New York: Major Charles 
Samuel 


Fallows, lawyer, Saratoga. Cal ; Mrs 
Helen May Mayer of San Francisco 
and Alice Katherme Fallows, residing 
with her father 
When the Civil War began he help- 


ed to organize the 32nd regiment of 
college students and faculty men and 
became its lieutenant-colonel. Later 
he was made colonel of the 49th reg- 
iment and for "meritorious service ' 
he~was brevetted brigadier-general of 
volunteers 


Upon his return from the war. Col- 
onel Fallows was appointed Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction 
for 
the State of Wisconsin, for this office 


he was twice later elected 
Following 


he went an president to Illinois We«- 
loyan University at Bloomlngton. 
' At Wc«le>an. President Fallows in- 
augurated the first law nchool con- 
nected with any college or university 
in Illinois. 
At WesU-yan. too. h« In- 


Htituted th«' sy.stcrn of long-distance 
k'uvniuK known today ns "university 
extension " 
In 1875 Bishop Fallows b'ecame rec- 


tor of St. Paul'K Reformed Episcopal 
church of Chicago and continued so 
for the 
succeeding years 
until 
the 


time of h> death. Simultaneous with 
his assumption of the rcctorate. ho 
assumed the title, "missionary bishop 
of the west." and soon thereafter be 
became presiding bis,hop of the entire 
church both In the United States and 
Canada. 
For 21 years he was president of 


the board of managers of the Illinois 
State Reformatory at 
Pontiac. In 


1893. 
at the World's Fair. Dr. Fal- 


lows served as one of a council of 
seven at the head of the World's Con- 
gress of Education. In 1907 he was 
made Chancellor of the University 
Association. In the year following he 
succeeded 
Archbishop Ireland 
as 


chaplain in chief of the Grand Army. 
From 1913 to 1914 he was department 
commander of the Illinois G. A. R. 


As a writer. Dr Fallows' claims to 


recognition are HO deeply rooted that 
critics assure him permanent honor 
in American letters for his contribu- 
tions to critical and encyclopedic lit- 
erature 
In the preparation of one 


volume alone. Webster's Encyclopedic 
Dictionary, 
published in 1S91. Dr. 
Fallows had to critically examine ev- 
ery word In the English language in 
at least two other dictionaries—all 
this as a part of his day. not detract- 
ing in the slightest from his activities 
in pulpit and forum. 
Bishop Fallows was a trustee of the 


United Societies of Christian Endeav- 
or, editor-in-chief of the Human In- 
terest Library, chairman of the Grant 
Memorial Committee, president of the 
Chicago School for Home Nursing and 
president of the Society of the Army 
of Tennessee.

Davis Cup Has 


Colorful History 


NEW YORK. Sept. 4.—In all the 


annals of sport there is no more col- 
orful story than that weaved about 
the Davis cup, the symbol that for a 
fifth of a century has meant world- 
wide supremacy in team tennis play 
for the-nation that held it. 
In no other branch of athletic en- 
deavor have men gone to as much ef- 
fort to win. nor. travelled so far for 
the spotting cha.nce of pitting their 
ability against each other with no re- 
ward except the red-blooded fellow's 
satisfaction in meeting an opponent in 
fair game and doing his best for the 
honor of his nation. 
Baseball has its world series: pug- 
ilism boasts girldes of belts; golf has 
its American and British open cham- 
pionships, polo has its international 
cup matches and so has yachting, but 
in none of th^se are as many coun- 
tries entered and interested, trying 
year after year, often against 'hopeless 
odds, as in Davis cup tennis- 
Since th« cup. was donated in 1900 


by Dwight F. Davis, of Washington, 
D. C., now a vice-president of the 
United, States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion' three countries have held it, the 
United States. British Isles and Aus- 
tralia, though as many as 13 have 
contested for it in one year. 
Austra- 


lia |ias kept It longest, winning and 
defending it -six tmies. America and 
Great Britain five times each. 
The original idea was a contest be- 


rwjeen the United States and Great 
Britain. It wasj conceived by Dr. 
James Wright, for manv vears presi- 
dent of the old U. S. N. L. T. A., and 
a leading player i nthe early days of 
the American game. 
He started ne- 
gotiations in 1897 and British play- 
ers came here tha< year, but the first 
cup contest was hot held until 1900. 
The -first matches- were played at 
the Longwood Cricket Club, 
near 
Boston. Mr. Davis and M. D. Whit- 
man, representing this country and 
easily defeating A. W. Gore and E. D. 
Black, of England. The contest was 
unsatisfactory since the courts were 
ant-eaten and uneven, the net was 
not h-jng or stretched properly and 
the British players were unused to 
the American ball. 


However. 
England 
challenged 
again in 1901 bat later could not or- 
ganize a representative time and wait- 
ed until the jiexr.year to come to 
America. They lost but returned here 
in 1»03 with the famous Dohertv 
brothers and won easily, losing only 
one of flve matches and that by a 
technical default. 


During the four years that the cup 


remained in England other European 
nations became interested and chal- 
lenged. 
The United , States did not 
challenge In 1904. but' Belgium and 
France did and lost; in 190$ Austra- 
lia'made it* premiere with a team 
that will live long'in tennis history— 
Norman E. Brookes and the late An-: 
th'ony "Wflding.

Australia wu defeated bv the 


United States which lost to England 
but in 1907 Australia debated Ameri- ' 
c* in a preliminary round—the only 
time this country failed to reach the 
challenge round after entering and 
the antipodean* then defeated Britain 
and took the cup home. 
Undaunted 
by three successive failures America 
challenged Australia and then the 
rtal etory began to become written. 
In 1908 Seals Wright and Fred B. 
Alexander defeated England and then 
r-»nt to Australia.

Gompers Assails 


Injunction Plan 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept 
4—Presi- 


dent Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, In a labor 
da\ address, said that the injunction 
issued against the railroad shopmen 
last week was a volation of the con- 
stitution and the Jaws of the land 
He characterized the action of At- 
torney General Daugherty as "exer- 
cising a power never dreamed of ia 
the history of the republic " 


The veteran labor chief said the In- 


junction was wrong in principle and 
in fact and was a confession that the 
shopmen ha-ve 
nearly 
won 
their 


strike. He urged that the unions fur- 
nish mone\ to support the women 
and children of the men on strike 


"The men must fight and take care 


of themselves." he declared 
President Harding and Attorney 


General Daugherty were criticized by 
Air Gompers for the issuance of the 
injunction and he asserted that both 
had advocated legislation 
to 
bring 
about "compulsory labor " The partj 
of Lincoln which' freed the sla;\es, 
said Mr Gompers. is now trying tc 
force compulsory labor on the white! 
and blacks. 


Mr 
Gompers 
spoke 
under th« 


auspices of the Central Labor Union 
of Philadelphia 
In introducing the 
1 labor leader, John A. Voll, interna- 
tional president of the Glass Bottle 
Blowers' union, said that according 
to "Washington dispatches labor lead- 
ers ha\e been admonished to speak 
carefully" or "the goblins would get 
them " 


He declared that the open shop is 


dead "despite the efforts of the ad- 
ministration to rescue it from obliv- 
ion " 


Telling his hearers that he came to 


Philadelphia to deliier a message of 
hope and encouragement to men and 
women who belieie in freedom, justice 
and democracy, Mr Gomners declar- 
ed that the present is the time when 
organized labor must more firmly re- 
solve to stand for the declaration of 
independence and the constitutional 
guarantees of the republic. "In view 
of the existing conditions and cir- 
cumstances" said Jthe veteran labor 
leader, "now is the time that tries 
men's soul to overcome tyranny and 
injustice and to maintain the funda-
